A big nutomoblle was requisitioned at 
once, and Constable Sounders, Night- 
watchman Cantonwine, City Marshal 
Crozier and a poBse of citizens hang­ 
ing on the running board, roared out 
of town 
with an open muffler, and 
descended like Nemesis, ov something, 
on the band of guileful 
mendicants.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR 


GIVES COVINA WRITE-UP • 


In the Christian Science Monitor ot 
January 12 a 
very 
comprehensive 
write-up of the Industry of packing 
and marketing oranges appeared, writ- 
ton by a Covina woman, and accom­ 
panied by a picture of the interior of 
a Covina packing house. 
The article 
la as follows; 


Comparatively few people when eat­ 
ing an orange have any idea of the 
process necessary 
before the sweet 
and juicy fruit 
reaches their 
tftblo. 
Nevertheless, it is one that Is full of 
interest. 


When the fruit is ripe and ready for 
picking, the packing house association 
sends a "gang" of men, working under high above the surrounding orchards 
a foreman, to pick the fruit, whichTon a narrow mesa that runs through 
must be handled carefully. 
It is cut 
skilfully from the branch in such n 
manner as to leave a tiny green star 
on the stem end of the orange. With­ 
out this little star the orange be­ 
comes a "cull," having lost Its com­ 
mercial value. 


The pickers use an ingeniously ar­ 
ranged bag,that allows the fruit to 
roll gently Into the boxes In which It 
Is hauled to the packing house. These 
field boxes, as they are called, in dis­ 
tinction from the packed or commer­ 
cial box, contain about fiO pounds of 
fruit, 
while the packed box weighs 
about 70 pounds. 
When thoy arrive 
at the packing house these field boxes 
are stacked on the receiving floor, tho 
owner's name being plainly 
tacked 
upon the stack. 


In ''running" the fruit the first step 
is a bath In a large tank of water Im­ 
pregnated with a preparation to re­ 
move the fungus growth that would 
tend to darken the skin of tho orange. 
From this bath rollers In the form of 
brushes lift the oranges out. of the 
bath and carry them through a spray 
of fresh water thence on to an inclin­ 
ed plane, where the spray Is changed 
to a current of air, introduced through 
numberless little tubes, to dry tho 
oranges, which are kept gently revolv­ 
ing 
fljid^rave^^ 


tflkeg-Vl2^min^utfl0 to traverse, the'dis­ 
tance into the ^packing room, where 
the orangeB arrive clean and dry. 


On reaching the packing room tho 
fruit comes in contact, for the first 
time after leaving the orchard, with 
the operator's 
handB, so 
they 
are 
gloved to protect the oranges 
from 
any blemishes that might be made by 
the fingernails of the workers. 


The fruit must then pass a close In­ 
spection for the detection of any Im­ 
perfection, rolling along the sorting 
tables to the slzers, each orange find­ 
ing Its own bin according to its size, 
which also indicates the number re­ 
quired to fill a packed box, The pack­ 
ers, usually women, leftly wrap each 
orange, and with equal dexterity they 
pack In perfect 
form 
and 
regular 
rows In the boxes. Those, when filled, 
are by a slight motion and' trip catch 
on tho portable rack that 
supports 
tho box while It Is being packed, lift­ 
ed upon a traveling track that takes 
tho boxes to the press, whore they are 
nailed up and wire bound. 
They aro 
finally placed In cars whose capacity 
is about 400 boxes. 


Here in Covina is a center of largo 
interests in the citrus Industry 
The 
town is In the beautiful valley of San 
Gabriel, a vast level floor lying* be­ 
tween the Sierra Madre and towering 
high against the northern skyline and 
the undulating San Jose hills, forming 
the southern boundary of this valley, 
with more than 13 000 acres of orange 
and lemon groves,

FLINGING THE CHAKRI. 


tine of the Dexterou* F«aU of the 
Clever Hindu* of 0 wall or. 


There Is a curious custom in Owallor, 
India, the seat of .lain nud early Hindu 
antiquities. In front of the mausoleum 
of a holy saint—Mohammed Ghous—a 
fair is held annually on tbe outskirts 
of Gwalior town about the middle of 
the rainy season. Tbe most noticeable 
feature of tbe fair is tbe chakri throw. 


A cbakri is a piece of iron something 
like a spindle, over which a long piece 
of string or thread is rolled. Tbe play­ 
er throws high into tbe air tbe Iron 
chakri (literally a roll), holding one end 
of the string in bis band, and gives it 
a swing and Jerk in such a clever man­ 
ner that the chakri on coming down 
rolls up the thread again on itself and 
Is caught In the hands of tbe thrower. 


The art has been dexterously prac­ 
ticed by a class of people for ages past, 
and some members are so renowned 
that they cut a good figure ut the 
scene. It Is most interesting to watch 
the thrower fling the chakri up high, 
catch it in his hands on return and con­ 
tinue sending It up again and again 
till the rope becomes ns high as seven­ 
ty feet above the ground. 
There Is 
absolutely no spring or lever attach­ 
ment in the chakri. 
Nnbbo is tbe 
champion thrower. — London 
Strand 
Magazine. 


TORTURE OF THE "PICKET." 


A Form of Military Punishment In 
England In Bygone Days. 


Tbe "picket," an ingenious form of 
punishment In uso In England In tbe 
days of old. was generally Inflicted on 
cavalry and artillery men and was a 
singularly brutal bit of torture. 


A long post, near wbicb stood a stool, 
was driven into the ground. Tbe de­ 
linquent was ordered to mount tbe 
stool, and his right hand was fastened 
to a hook in the post by a noose, drawn 
up as high as it could be stretched, 
round his wrist A stump the height of 
tbe stool, with its end cut to a round 
and blunt point, was also driven Into 
the eorth close to the post 


Then the stool was taken away, and 
the sufferer bad nothing to rest his 
bare feet upon but the stump, "which, 
though It did not usually break the 
skin," snys Captain Grose, "put him in 
great torture, bis only means of relief 
being by resting his weight on his 
wrist, the puln of which soon became 
Intolerable." 


One can very well believe him, espe­ 
cially when he makes the addition that 
a man was not Infrequently left to 
Btand in this position for half an hour, 
although the orthodox period of en­ 
durance was fifteen minutes.—London 
Graphic. 


Sleeplessness. 


A favorite dictum of tho physiolo­ 
gists, emphasized in their latest works, 
relates to tho dangers of sleeplessness. 
"Sleep is moro Important to life than 
nutrition, and lusomnin kills sooner 
than starvation," to quoto tho exact 
words of one. This has been a kind 
of tradition in medicine and is reiter­ 
ated again and again in these books 
without any real evidence, so far as 1 
know, to support It 
Taught to every 
medical man of older generations and 
to every medical fledgling of today, it 
finds Its way to general public accept­ 
ance, begetting In the lay mind ter­ 
rors of insanity and death 
which 
haunt every unfortunate victim of in­ 
somnia. 
Tho fear of not sleeping is 
ono of tho commonest causes of in­ 
somnia. 
Yet 1 do not know of any 
medical evidence anywhere of disas­ 
trous results from Insomnia and have 
myself never seen any harm arise from 
sleeplessness 
apart 
from 
tbo' harm 
done by tho fears and worries asso­ 
ciated 
with 
tho condition.—Atlantic 
Monthly. 


Making a New Nose. 
In a Germau medical Journal Pro­ 
fessor Mux Joseph of Berlin describes 
n method of making a now nose where 
the original member has been destroy­ 
ed by disease or accident 
An arm is 
fixed above tho head and encased In 
plaster of paris so that It cannot bo 
moved. 
A piece of the skin oval in 
outline Is then cut partially free from 
tho arm and sewn to one side of the 
nose. 
After It has taken root in this 
new position the flap Is cut freo from 
tho ami, which is now removed from 
the plaster of parts encasement and 
sewn to tho other side of the nose by 
Its remaining edge. 
This gives suffi­ 
cient skin covering. The nose is now 
built up by strips of bone taken from 
the shin and a straight profile Is ob­ 
tained.

RATS LIKE TO GNAW TUSKS.

And Thus the Rodents Are a Help to 
the Ivory Workers. 


There is a curious but little known 
fact that well illustrates the ravage? 
that rats can in0let on the hardest sub 
stances with their sharp little teeth. 


Many of the elephants' tusks import 
ed into London for the use of Ivory 
ornament makers have their surfaces 
grooved into small furrows of unequal 
depth, as if cut by a very sharp edged 
instrument 
Surely no man can have 
taken the trouble to do tbat, for what 
would be the profit of bis labor? 


The rats are at the bottom of the 
mischief. 
They have found out the 
tusks that contain the most gelatin or 
animal glue, a sweet and delicious 
morsel (or the rat's dainty palate, nnd 
having gnawed nway as much as suit­ 
ed their purpose, have left the rest for 
the ivory cutter. He, for his part Is 
able and willing to profit by the fact 
that the rats have made clear.

Ivory 
that 
contains a large 
amount of gelatin Is softer nnd more 
elastic than that which does not. and 
as elasticity is the thing most needed 
for -billiard balls the ivory 
worker 
chooses this rat marked ivory nnd 
turns it into beautiful, elastic billiard 
balls. 
The elasticity of some of the 
balls Is so great tbat if thrown down 
forcibly on a hard pavement they will 
rebound into the band to the height of 
three or four feet—Exchange.

Think of Having a Shower Only Onoe 
In Twenty-four Years! 


The Chilean provinces of Atacama. 
Tarapaca and Tncna are in the rain­ 
less region, or desert country west of 
the Andes, and are entirely devoid or 
vegetation. 
The winds In all of this 
region are from the east and in passing 
over the elevated perpetual snows of 
the Andes are stripped of their tools- 
ure and arrive on the coast perfectly 
dry. 


The last rain, a slight shower which 
fell in Antofngasta, in Atacama, pro 
vince, was the first rain which had 
fallen in sixteen years. The last rain 
which fell in Iquique, In Tarapaca 
province, was the first In twenty-four 
years.

The 
query Is, "From where did this plant 
come?"

THROUGH TURNBULL CANYON 


WIDE MOUNTAIN ROAD JUST COMPLETED 
CONNECTS 
TWO 
MAR- 
VELOUS VALLEYS—BEGINS IN 1800 ACRES OF ORANGES AND 
ENDS IN HEART OF QUAKER CITY 


One mile east of Puente, at the en­ 
trance to La Fortuna Farms, is the 
point where motorists may turn off 
the Los Angeles-to-Pomona boulevard 
and begin an ascent over one of the 
finest mountain roads in the world. 


This road winds through the Puente 
or Whittier hills In Turnbull canyon 
and cost the county $45,000, taking 15 
months to complete Its construction. 


It joins Whittier with Puente; It 
opens the long-barred gates between 
the south and north slopes of the 
rambling foothill range that 
encom­ 
passes the San Gabriel valley, and 
makes a short way to the ocean for 
everyone living in the east end of the 
valley. 


On leaving the main-traveled boule­ 
vard the autoist Is immediately in 
the midst of 1800 acres of newly-set 
oranges, known as the La Fortuna 
tract and the Whittier Extension. This 
was until about 10 years ago a part 
of the old "Lucky" Baldwin rancho, 
and comprised nearly all his holdings 
on the south side of the Southern Pa­ 
cific railroad. 
Through the pumping 
of water from a point in the lower 
valley, boosting It 
through 
several 
reservoirs, this foothill land came un 


tentlon later to widen it six feet in 
places, and to fence a large portion 
of the outside edge. 
When widened 
it will be a twenty-two foot roadway, 
making it possible to pass vehicles as 
on an ordinary boulevard. 
As" it J s at 
present it is a perfectly safe 
road, 
with a large portion of it wide enough 
for passing, and many opportunities 
for turn-outs. During the summer the 
whole road Is to be surfaced with de­ 
composed granite. 


From the many curves of the road 
as It mounts above the valley there 
Is opportunity for a really wonderful 
panorama of the great San Gabriel 
valley of orchards and homes. In the 
immediate foreground is Puente, "a 
city set upon a hill," and in the bosom
